agreement was reached, or any other comments: The following arguments were raised by Mr. Wechsler. Mr. 
Wechsler argued that since Barry teaches a pressure of 1-1000psi, it would not be obvious to modify the Barry 
reference to include applying a vacuum means, which would be outside of the pressure range of Barry since a vacuum 
would inherently has a vacuum of 14.7psi. Applicant further argues that Barry fails to teach the specific cube length, as 
recited in claim 21. The examiner maintained the position that it would have been within the level of the skilled artisan 
to adjust the size of the ice since Barrry clearly teaches adjusting the size of the pig. Re pressure, the examiner 
maintained the position that col. 4, lines 45-50 of Barry teaches varying the pressure depending upon the application. 
No agreement has been reached. However, the examiner would reconsider applicant's arguments directed to pressure 
once an amendment were filed to include pressure limitations which were commensurate in scope with applicant's 
arguments..
